Horrible Massacre on the Plains.

The Los Angelos (California) Star has
the following letter giving s e particilars
of a recent massucre on the overland route
to Calitornia;

Sax Bevanorvo, October 4, 1857,

I take this opportunity of informing yvou
of the murder of an entire train of emi-
arants, on their way from Missouri and
Arkansas to this State, via Great Salt Lake
City, which took place, am‘nrding to the
best infurmation I'ean acquire, (which is
primarily through Indians)) at the Moun-
ain Meadows, which are at or near the
Lim of the Great Basin, and some distanee
south of the most southern Mormon set-
tiements, between the 10th and 12th ulti-
mo. It is absolutely one of the most hor
rible massacres [ have ever had the pain-
ful Ih'l'n':n-il_\' of :‘u!:;lin_'_*.

The company consisted of abont one
bundred and thirty  men, women, and
children, and including some forty or lifty
capable of bearing arms, 'l'hcy were in
possession of quite an amount of stock,
consisting of horses, Inulr‘!, and oxen. The
cucaripiient was attacked about daylight
i the morning, so say the Indians, by the
combined forces of all the various tribes
unmediately in that secetion of the coun-
try. It appears that the majority of them
were sluin at the first onset made b]’ the
Indians,  The remaining force formed
themselves into the best position their cir-
umstanees woull allows but before they
enld make the necessary n‘rmngermmu
